Honored by U S. 


Historic Gesture 


Lauds Fam ed Briton 


WASHINGTON (AP)-gSir W a ­ 
lton Churchill stands alone among 
ill men as an honorary citizen of 
the United States. 
Now in the evening of a great 
career, the 88-year-old Briton took 
an unprecidented stride into his­ 
tory 
when 
President 
Kennedy 
signed a proclamation Tuesday. It 
made him the first person ever 
to become an honorary American 
citizen by act of Congress. 
In the President’s view, it was 
something more than a reciprocal 
arrangement. 
“ By adding his name to our 
rolls,” he said, “ we mean to hon-* 
or him—but his acceptance honors 
us far more. For no statement or 
proclamation can enrich his name 
now — the 
name 
Sir 
Winston 
Churchill is already legend.” 
In the view of the man who was 
prime minister in Britain’s most 
dangerous days, the acclaim' of 
this “ mighty and benevolent na­ 
tion” underscored the unity of the 
English-speaking peoples, 
“ In this century of storm and 
tragedy,” he said in a message 
to Kennedy, “ I contemplate with 
high satisfaction the constant fac­ 
tor of the interwoven and upward 
progress of our peoples. Our com­ 
radeship and our brotherhood in 
war were unexampled. We stood 
together, and because of that fact 
the free world now stands.” 
Churchill's words of gratitude 
for a great tribute were read by 
his son, Randolph. The grand old 
statesman was watching. Live tel­ 
evision using an orbiting satellite 
as a relay point brought the scene 
into his London residence with ex­ 
ceptional 
clarity.

s}x>kt\sman said, “ Sir Winston was 
deeply moved. He retired immedi­ 
ately after the broadcast,” 
It was sad that Churchill’s years 
and dwindling energy kept him 
home during the ceremony at the 
White House. Many times past he 
had been there on missions vital 
to war and peace. 
Now it was denied him to be 
there once more, among associ­ 
ates and admirers assembled on 
the brilliant green lawn of the 
Rose Garden, wet with a shower 
that had passed.

TORONTO (A P )—Prime Minis­ 
ter John G. Diefenbaker flies to 
Ottawa today for talks that should 
determine whether he will try to 
remain in office despite the Lib­ 
eral party victory in Monday’s 
election. 
The

leader called a meeting Thursday 
of his lame duck Cabinet to con­ 
sider the question. 
He is expected to confer with 
leaders of the Social Credit and 
New Democratic parties to see 
whether they would support him if 
he decides to stay on. He would 
need the backing of both. 
He probably will not announce 
his decision until the armed forces 
vote is tabulated. That may be 
another week. Liberal Leader Les­ 
ter B. Pearson is ready to form 
a government if and when Diefen­ 
baker steps down. 
The Liberals won the largest

dis-! number of seats in the House of 
Commons bul fell five short of a 
majority. They captured 128 of the 
265 seats and the Conservatives 
took 95. The remainder were di­ 
vided among the smaller parties— 
24 to Social Credit and 17 to the 
New Democrats. 
The Liberals could pick up two 
or three additional seats wdien the 
service votes are all in, but there 
is only the remotest possibility 
they could get the 133 needed to 
give them a majority. 
Under a precedent established

It is human nature, when a prized pos­ 
session has been lost, to blam e its disap­ 
pearance on a thief rather than to admit 
that carelessness and disdain for its value 
m ay have contributed to the loss. 
This is the thought which should be kept 
in mind when considering the charge by 
Lord Hailsham, Britain's m inister of sci­ 
ence. that the U n i t e d States is stealing 
scientists from his country to fill a gap 
left by poor science training in the h i g h 
schools. 
That the charge 
is ridiculous 
should be obvious, but what seem s less ap­ 
parent to Lord Hailsham is the reason be­ 
hind the emigration of scientists from Bri­ 
tain. 
Britain has lost 1,136 holders of doctor­ 
ates in s c i e n c e in the last IO years, 518 
of whom cam e to the United States. An 
objective survey of t h e scientific oppor- 
tunitie 
of the two countries will s h o w 
m any reasons why these 518 
scientists 
preferred to apply their talents in t h e 
United States, and midnight raids on Brit­ 
ain's scientific 
fraternity 
by 
American 
“ talent scouts" is not one of them. 
Educational facilities are a major diff­ 
erence. The United States has 1.800 coll­ 
ege science 
departments, 
compared 
to 
about 30 in Britain, and U. S. instructor 
salaries are well above those in the British 
Isles. In a d d i t i o n , Am erican research 


and educational institutions are engaged 
in s o m e of the world's m ost exciting 
work, and they are better financed than 
those of any other country. Professorships, 
while not e x a c t l y begging for takers in 
the U. S., are far easier to attain than in 
the more austere Britain. 
Industrial s c i e n c e opportunities are 
practically unlimited in the 
U. 
S., 
and 
what challenges 
does 
Britain 
offer in 
space exploration or nuclear energy? It 
should also be pointed out that of the 1,- 
136 scientists who have deserted Britain, 
fewer than half cam e to the United States. 
Is it to be assum ed that other countries 
have joined this country in pirating Brit­ 
ain’s scientific talent? 
Of course, the answer lies in the com pe­ 
tition of a growing market for a limited re­ 
source. Every major country is crying for 
more m en of science.Many of them, in­ 
cluding the United States, offer handsome 
incentives to e n t i c e more young m en 
and wom en into the profession. 
If Lord H ailsham really wants to stem 
the flowr of talent from his country, let him 
turn his a t t e n t i o n to the lack of op­ 
portunities apparently confronting 
many 
science - trained B r i t o n s . Am ericans 
m ight also take a look around for the rea­ 
son why less than half the disgruntled 3rit- 
;sh scientists cam e to these shores. 


May Help Solve Our Problems 


It is easy to be a trifle gleeful and smug 


about the feuding going on in the com m u­ 


nist world. Somehow’ w e feel this 
m a y 
solve som e of our problems. 


So it is sobering to realize that at least 
the Chinese comm unists feel exactly the 
sam e way, only in reverse. They seem 
happy about divisiveness in the Western 
cam p. 


The current issue of Hung Chi 
(Red 
flag), thecretical 
organ of the Chinese 
com m unist party’s central com m ittee, de­ 
votes its lead article to what it term s dis­ 
array now evident in the free world alli­ 
ance. 


Western rivalries a n d 
quarrels a r e 
working to the benefit of the communist 
w’orld. says Red Flag. It predicts econom ­ 
ic competition now’ straining Western re­ 


lations will accelerate the eventual tri­ 
umph of com m unism . 
The publication says the positions of the 
U n i t e d States and 
Britain are being 
weakened, while the strength of the West 
European nations, especially the six of the 
C o m m o n Market, is growing. 
But it 
sees the growing economic power of these 
six as m erely one of the “last kicks in the 
deathbed struggle" of capitalism. 
The parallel between comm unist a n d 
w’estern attitudes could probably be car­ 
ried further. The West wmuld probably 
close ranks, as it has in the past, if the

unity on its side. 
By the sam e token, if the free w’orld 
w’ere more solidly united. Moscow a n d 
Peking might not feel free to pursue their 
ideological quarrel. 
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Past Mistakes Haunt Us 


It is som etim es said that the United 


States wins a war but loses the peace. In 


Korea, however, the U. S. can hardly be 


said to have “won’’ the w’ar there — a n d 


now seem s about to lose the peace, too. 


Ever since the Korean War tne U.S. has 


attem pted to shore up the economy and 
government of South Korea, hoping that 
it could prove strong enough to withstand 
the cross-currents working against any As­ 


ian regim e — only one of which is com m u­ 
nism. 
After backing Syngman Rhee until he 
w as overthrown, the U.S. has been back­ 
ing 
a military junta headed 
by 
Gen. 
Chung Hee Park, w’ho now’ refuses to per­ 
mit elections to be h e l d this year as 
promised. 
Altogether, it is an unhappy situation. 
But at least partly the result of past U. S. 
m istakes.

For many this 
argument is all-sufficient for faith 
in life continuing beyond the grave 
Immortality 
As modern man speaks of ’’life 
after death,” he occasionally uses 
terms such as "im m ortality" and 
"resurrection” as synonyms, em­ 
ploying them interchangeably. The 
two terms, however, in their orig­ 
inal usage have different connota­ 
tions. 
"Im m ortality” belongs to Greek 
thought and relates to the fact that 
the soul coniines its existence a- 
part from the body after the body 
dies. The soul belongs to the eter­ 
nal world, while the body belongs 
to the temporal world. 
Immortality is thus not so much 
a gift from God as an accomplish­ 
ment of man and deals with man’s 
emancipation from his temporal 
body.

The text did not specify the 
number of the missiles to be sold 
to Britain but officials said that 
as far as can now be seen it will 
be up to IOO, depending on Brit­ 
ain’s construction program.

Britain, according to the agree­ 
ment, will pay the U.S. “ the nor­ 
mal cost of missiles and equip­ 
ment based on common contract 
prices” plus charges for U.S. gov­ 
ernment services, plus 5 per cent 
of the contract price as a contri­ 
bution to current research and de­ 
velopment expenses. 
The agreement is a further step 
in a plan developed by President 
Kennedy end British Prim e Min­ 
ister Harold Macmillan in a con­ 
ference at Nassau last December.
